Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter. 
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3.1 The instant application is directed to a non-obvious improvement over the information 
described in the prior art, the most relevant of the prior art of record being US Patent Application 
2002/0193972, by Kudo et al., which discloses a workshop facility designing and operating 
method which simulates a quasi-production activity of a virtual workshop in order to verify a 
production state, wherein a remotely monitored actual production result is compared to the 
simulated verification, and results in the verification of the workshop deployment such that a new 
set-up of a production line or change in process step of the existing line can be carried out 
efficiently. 

3.2 The improvement comprises a visualization system for a machine-tool or production 
machine; wherein a simulated desired response of the machine-tool or production machine 
defines an amplitude-frequency curve of the machine-tool or production machine, the curve 
being based upon simulation parameters consisting of a rotation speed, a position control, and a 
travel path of a workpiece; wherein control parameters are determined based on the simulation 
parameters and used for controlling the machine-tool or production machine; and the desired 
response and an actual measured response of the machine-tool or production machine are 
simultaneously compared side-by-side on a single display in the form of amplitude-frequency 
curves. These patentable distinctions are included in each of the independent claims, nos. 1 
and 5. 

3.3 For at least these reasons, the art of record, either individually or in combination, fails to 
teach, suggest, or render obvious the useful, concrete and tangible visualization system for a 
machine-tool or production machine> having the corresponding structure which is disclosed in 
the specification and equivalents thereof at least at page 6, line 4 through page 9, line 3, and 
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Figures 1-2. In view of the foregoing, the claims of the present application are found to be 
patentable over the prior art.
